Archimedes Fiihcr lived in those good 


old times when every boy of hi» age wag 
.taken, in charge by.a beneficial1 immortal 
spirit, whieh'hovered around and pranced 
from,tha side ecaner, and came up through 
the traps exactly, whan it wa» desirable to 
have a supernatural being on the spot to 
enable a boy to do apparently impossible 
things. 


But Archimedes-Fisher was a practical 


youth, with no perceptible talent for the 
fairy business, and as no member of the 
elBn fraternity appeared to think it worth 
while to bother' .with Arohimedes Fisher, 
he had rather a 'mortifying time getting 
along by himself. 


E?en when he was a baby be seemed to 


hold all the low cards. No fairy god-

ing a wand, with a star on the end of it, to 
drive away the evil spirits which would 
be likely to annoy young Mr. Fishei. So 
far from thin being the case, it was as- 
certained by careful observers, that the 
only thing which ever hovered over hi* 
cradle was swarms of vivacious flics, which 
severally and collectively punctured the 
bald place on the head ot! Archiined«» 
Fisher, and did ample justice to the colla- 
tion with which they supplied' themselves 
in thia iuhumun manner. 
w-Nor was it observable when Archimedes 
Fiehergrcw larger that any benevolent 
sprite, with n glittering tiara upon her 
alabaster brow, came around, and took

On tho contrary, this disgraceful, child,

Mr. Fisher never had any satisfactory 


success with these matters, apparently.

and wrecked his pants, 110 magnificent 
younsr creature from fairyland ever ap- 
peared in an entirely unaccountable man- 
ner, and touched him with her wand, and 
in an mutant he found himself arrayed in 
gorgeous apparel of silk and satin and 
spunglcs'and pearls and diamonds, or with 
a feather several foot in length in his cap. 
Not by any means. 
His mother simply 


uime ut him with the rolling pin, and hit 
him three or four vigorous welts over the 
«counc«, »nd like to have ilo.wgcd the hide 
off of him before she put him to bed, and 
made him lie there nil cUy while she wash- 
ed hi» pants' and put ft fresh patch on 
them, and replaced the minpender buttons. 


Archimedes Fisher's forte certainly did 


not seem to have the ability to indulge in 
supernatural triumphs over difficulties. 


This was proved very conclusively, I 


think, at the time ho wan precipitated into 
tho creek and sank a« rapidly as the rcpu- 
tiirion of a man who accepts a situation <n 
The National - Intelligencer. 
Now, you 


would naturally think that a boiutiful 
and fascinating- young mermaid, with
